ATTORNEY WOULD PROSECUTE 
WITHOUT FEE.

Makes Startling Representations to 
Society fob the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals — President 
Lamb Net Ready to Make a State- 
ment as to His Intentions. 


— ---— 


Cockfighting goes on secretly every 
Sunday in a cellar in the suburbs of 
Los Angeles. 

Half-breed sports dit around on their 
hams, watching game cocks clawing 
each other to chicken fricassee with 
cruel steel spurs, and betting their 
sesterces on the blood. 

Such ig the representation made by 
Attorney Horace Appel yesterday in 
a burning communication to the S.. 

He wants to know why his clients 
have been prosecuted for attending 
the cocking main at Hunter's ranch, 
and these other men are not brought 
to justice. 

He has made the offer to produce 
witnesses of. these Sunday fights, and 
to act as counsel for the society with- 
out fee. 

He states that ‘Nacio Bilderrain is 
the chief impresario with a grocer 
named Gola. 

The S. P. C. A. has not determined as 
yet what to do in the matter. 

Dr. Lamb, president of the society, 
was asked for a statement. He ad- 
mitted that the rumor (of the offer 
having been made) was partly correct, 
He begged to be excused from making 
a statement as to the intentions of the 
society until the return of its attor- 
ney, Darl Rogers, who is in Santa 
Barbara trying a criminal case. 

Appel confirmed the report that he 
had made the offer to the society. 

He said: The boys I am defending 
are in no sense cockfighters. They 
just happened to come along there by 
Hunter's ranch: most of them had 
never seen a cockfight before and 
have not seen one since. 

“The professional cockfighters who 
got up that cocking main at Hunter's 
ranch seem, however, to have escaped. 

“We at first thought of attacking 
the constitutionality of the law under 
which my clients are prosecuted. All 
the attorneys with whom I have 
spoken agree with me that it would 
not stand. But we do not wish to 
take such a measure; I think it is an 
excellent and necessary law, and do 
not wish to be a party to throwing it 
out. 

“At the same time, I do not think 
these professivnal cockfighters should 
escape and these boys suffer punish- 
ment. 

“I any willing to give the society 
Credit for being in ignorance of the 
existence of these Sunday fights. 
Therefore | make this offer: 

“IT will furnish all the evidence and 
prosecute the cases for nothing, if the 
society will begin the prosecution. 

am prepared to show that these 
cockfights are held in cellars at or 
near South Pasadena, one at Ballona, 
and one in Sonoratown. 

“The genera! public is not admitted, 
the fighters being wary since the raid 
at Hunter's rach. You have to know 
the ‘high Sign.“ 

Appel claims that cockfights have 
been going on in and about Los An- 
geles regularly for years. Bilderrain 
is said to be one of the most persistent 
offenders.

The 
teamsters who quit work are trying to 
prevent the new men from working, 
and are resorting to all sorts of wo- 
lence, including murder, to accomplish 
their purpose. The newly-employed 
teamsters have the same right to work 
in the streets as have the men who 
quit. The latter, having voluntarily 
left their employment, are outsiders 
and interlopers, and they have no more 
right to interfere with the working 
teamsters than they have to go into the 
City Hall and attack the Mayor. 

This is the Chicago situation ex- 
pressed in a few words. It is the true 
situation; stated without sophistry or 
circumlocution. 

The streets of Chicago are daily 
blocked with mobs bent upon doing 
violence to men whose right to work is 


as unchallengable as the right of the 


strikers to quit work. Law is trampled 
under foot, the mandates of the Fed- 
eral court are disregarded, and mob- 
rule holds sway. 

This state of affairs has existed, un- 
checked, for days and days, while the 
Mayor of Chicago, the putative guar- 
dian of the city’s peace, has held daily 
“conferences” with representatives of 
the mob. 

There are to be more conferences. 
The Governor of the State is scheduled 
to go to Chicago tomorrow, to hold a 
conference with the Mayor—what for? 
To determine whether it is best to call 
out a small company of the State 
militia in the hope that the rioting may 
thereby be suppressed. Also to try “to 
bring the employers and strikers to- 
gether, with a view to the settlement 
of their controversy.” 

Meantime, the rioting will go on. 

What use to bring the rioters and 
their late employers together? What 
could be done after they were brought 
together? There is positively no issue 
to arbitrate, no legitimate labor ques- 
tion to be settled. The only question 
at issue in the whole wretched business 
is the question of putting a stop to 
the rioting and murder. This question 
offers ne better basis for discussions 
and conferences than does the act of 
any criminal caught red-handed. The 
only effective way to stop the commis- 
sion of crime is to arrest and punish 
the criminals. This is especially easy 
when the offender is caught red-handed 
in the commission of crime. 

Who has not noticed, In the accounts 
of the Chicago insurrection, that al- 
most invariably, when a unionist mob 
attacks a non-unionist, and the latter 
defends himself, in accordance with 
his God-given right, the non-union- 
ist is the one who is arrested? Those 
who initiate the disturbance and act 
on the aggressive are generally al- 
lowed to go, while the man who de- 
fends his life is placed under arrest 
and dragged away to prison. Why is 
this perversion of justice? Is it be- 
cause the arresting officer is afraid to 
arrest the real offenders? Or is it that 
the officers are acting under instruc- 
tlous to arrest non-unionists and to 
let unionists escape? These questions 
are both interesting and pertinent. 

The indications at present writing 
are that the Chicago teamsters strike 
will not be settled until troops are sent 
to Chicago in sufficient force to re- 
store crde? and enforce “the peace of 
justice.” The longer this action is de- 
layed, the more difficult will be the 
undertaking. If the military power 
had been invoked at the beginning of 
the strike, or soon thereafter the strike 
would now be at an end.

Perhaps this is stating the case a 
little more strongly than facts will 
warrant, for in the next Presidential 
election, and the next, the South will 
probably vote solidly, as it has voted 
for more than a generation, in support 
of the Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent.

The South 
has but recently discovered, what the 
West has always known, that Theodore 
Koosevelt is “a square man” in the 
truest and best sense of that rough- 
hewn term. Having become convinced 
of this fact, the South knows that it 
bas nothing to fear from President 
Roosevelt, and that his talk about “a 
square deal” for every man applies to 
the South as well as to the North, 
and to the West as well as io the East. 

Discussing this matter, the writer in 
Leslie's Weekly, above quoted, enthu- 
Siastically says: 

“No such tumultuously joyous greet- 
ing was ever given in the South to any 
other President, Democrat, Whig, or 
Kepublican, as was extended to Mr. 
Roosevelt. Many Presidents have as- 
sisted in the work of burying the pas- 
sions and prejudices engendered by the 
var. Grant appointed General Long- 
street and other ex-Confederates to 
Office. Hayes removed the troops from 
the Southern States. Arthur refused 
to mention the South as a section in 
any of his messages or other public 
communications. McKinley favored 
national contributions for the support 
of Confederate cemeteries. All these 
Presidents appointed ex-Confederates 
to public station. All held out the 
olive’ branch to the South during their 
entire service. Roosevelt, however, 
has extended more favors to former 
Confederates and to their relatives and 
descendants than all the rest of the 
Presidents put together, including 
Cleveland. He is today more popular 
in the South than any of them, not 
omitting Cleveland. He has done more 
to blot out sectionalism as a disturb- 
ing issue than any or all of them ever 
did. One of the things which the his- 
torlan of 2005 will say of Theodore 
Roosevelt is that he was the President 
who abolished the geographical line in 
American politics.” 

Upon all appropriate occasions, the 
President bas said, clearly and definite- 
ly, that it is his purpose to serve all 
the people, (not merely a portion of 
them, or a section,) as President. He 
has fulfilled and is fulfilling that ex- 
pressed purpose in such manner as to 
win the approval and admiration of his 
countrymen in all sections. The ster- 
ling worth of the man, beneath the 


glamor of his exalted office, becomes | 


more and more apparent as the tests 
of time fall upon him. Theodore 
Roosevelt as a man is more than Theo- 
dore Roosevelt as President.

to apply themselves. Only when the 
transfer of nearly all the available 
horse power is completed bas the 
American public wakened up the 
realization that the State of New 
York has really been busy handing out 
fre. something that belonged te the 
whole people of the country, and that, 
in effect. a vast act of national spolia- 
tion has been quietly effected.

As we see from the 
letter above quoted, they count the 
falls, “lum by a generous Proevi- 
det ce in ir territory. as an asset. 
They will sell the right to take the 
power from the Zambesi River at $10 
per horse er, and realize the trifie 
of $250,000, by the transaction. At 
firet sight it might seem that this is 
pretty much the same commercial 
grab that has been effected on this 
side of the Atlantic. differing only in 
the fact that a single vast corporation 
has appropriated the entire plunder. 
But the cases are wholly different. 


Working of a Chartered Company. 

The chartered company of South Af- 
rica stands in relation to Rhodesia 
pretty much as the state government 
stands to the State of New York. It 
wes formed to bring under civilization 
a vast undeveloped region formerly 
unphabited by white men. It gov- 
erne the territory, and administers al) 
its affairs, subject only to supervision 
by the imperial government, which 
a nis a resident commissioner. 

% company is really the pioneer of 
full imperial possession, the natura! 
consummation that has already been 
brought about in the case of several 
other chartered companies in Africa, 
whose chartera have in the end been 
amicably revoked and their adminis- 
trative functions merged in the gen- 
eral colonial government of the Brit- 
ish Empire. 


Te Keep the Flag 


These chartered companies lu reality 


have been formed not for commercial 
galu but for patriotic ends—to — 
territery under the flag that woul 
otherwise be selsed by other powers, 
but the commercial exploitation of 
which. in the first stages. the British 
government as a government, has re- 
fused to undertake. It was by such 
a charter that Cee Rhodes brought 
the vast region through which the 
upper Zambesi flows into the British 
dominions. He did so at a critical mo- 
ment when Germany was prospecting 
for further spheres of influence in

East Africa toward the same coveted 
gee of the Upper Zambesi. Cech 


indifferent, secured his charter, and 
as the patriotic Africander puts ft, 
“saved the country for the fag.” And 
now, when the real impertance of the 
ste> is fully appreciated, that is why 
the memory of the far-seeing colonia!

SAN PEDRO, May 4.—The steamer 
Northland arrived here this morning 
from Redondo, after having lost 
Hjalmar Roose and Nels Lindo, two 
of the crew, by drowning just be- 
fore her departure. 

it was reported that considerable 
blame attached to the captain of the 
steamer for sending a beat ou to 
an inshore buoy in such a heavy sea. 
in speaking of this view of the mat- 
ter this morning Capt. Jamieson, 
master of the Northland, said: 

i can searcely see how any blame 
can be attached to the captain for 
the loss of the two men. The sea 
was mot unusually rough, and 1 
would have had no fear in going out.
